THE SHERIFF'S FEES. 


Auditor Brown's investigation of the 
law regulating the fees of the Sheriff of 
this city reveals a most remarkable con- 
dition of things in the Sheriff's office. 

Auditor Brown and City Counselor 
Marshall agree that the law allows no 
fees to the Sheriff for attendance of him- 

Self or his deputies in the Criminal Courts 
or the Court of Criminal Correction, and 
for other minor services which have 
hitherto been allowed. Under this opinion 
Auditor Brown has scaled down Sheriff 
Troll's bill nearly one-half. One charge, 
still in doubt, but collected by former 
sheriffs, is a bill of fees for the Sheriff's 
attendance daily at all the courts, a 
most extraordinary instance of “con- 
structive service.” 

If this opinion is correct, and the 
wording of the law seems to be clearly in 
its favor, the city has been mulcted of 
thousands of dollars by improper fee 
bills. At a rough estimate the sum 
amounts to over $100,000, as the unlawful 
payments have been allowed since 1872. 

An examination of the records also 
indicates that the reports of the sheriffs 
have been irregularly made both in form 
and time. Some of the sheriffs have 
failed altogether to make final reports 
and settlements. 

The fee bills and reports of the sheriffs 
are supervised and approved by the 
judges and it is astonishing that officials 
who should have been most familiar with 
the Jaw and strict in its enforcement 
have given so little attention to their 
duties. 

The whole subject requires thorough 
investigation with a view to securing the 
money wrongfully paid and protecting 
the city in future.

The income tax has come to be 
recognized as the most efficient method 
of applying the principle enunciated by 
Adam. Smith, that citizens should be 
taxed according to their means and the 
governmental benefits they enjoy.

Campaign clubs, with banners flying, torch- 
lights flaring and bands crashing, make 
night hideous in the towns, and in the rural 
districts every school-house, and in many 
instances churches, is given over to the 
uses of the campaign orator sent out by 
the central organization in the nearest 
town. The work is thus systematized from 
the Big Sandy to the Mississippi, and the 
Ohio to Cumberland Gap. Farmers gather 
at the crossrbads by day and discuss the 
grave issues of the campaign and go to 
the school-house or the church at night to 
hear the orator exploit them. And the 
gravest of all the issues is not the cur- 
rency or the tariff—both of those ques-

| Kentuckians—but as to whether the next 
Governor of Kentucky is to be Wat' Har- 
din or “Bill’’ Bradley. 

The prepondering weight of opinion is on 
Hardin's side, despite the various polls of 
the State and estimates by congressional 
districts to the contrary made by the hope- 
ful Republican managers.
